GARDEN, FAI, BEES, ETC. 


THE MEXICAN ORANGE FLOWER, 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
[ah imes, the Garden Correspondent 
says :— 
Among evergreen flowering shrubs quite 
amenable for present planting, Choisya 
ternata—honouring M. Choisy, a botanist 
of distinction at the time of its introduc- 
tion from Mexico in 1825—takes a pro- 
minent place. It gives large clusters of 
fragrant flowers profusely during May 
d June, and again in autumn. Indeed, 
in our experience fine clumps of the 
Mexican Orange Flower were rarely with- 
out a few flowers in a warm situation in 
the garden the winter through, although 
any situation and any ordinary garden 
soil seems to suit the charming ever- 
green; and we have had it equally 
flourishing in partial shade, as in a sunny 
nook, from shapely clumps four feet high, 
feathered to the ground, made by planting 
wee specimens in a triangle three feet 

apart, quickly forming a solid mass.

position, in the estimation of the mariner, is 
not entirely due to the fact that the cook has 
the power of putting one’s digestive organs 
to the acid test. The knowledge that he has 
sole charge of a snug little p on board, 
known as the galley, is, in the eyes of the 
crew, an equally good reason why he 
be given a deference worthy of a man of 
rank. : 

The galley, apart from being a convenient 
place to dry clothes, is, during the second 


'dog-watch, a sort of exclusive club where 


the special cronies of the cook foregather aud 
discuss the events of the day. Such include 
the conversation which the Old Man had 
with his mates during the meal hours (passed 
on to the cook by the steward), the characters 
of the officers and crew, and the i

Respect is always given to the opinions 
of the cook by virtue of his position as presi- 
‘dent. Incidentally, be is usually a 
‘‘chucker out ”; for his prestige would go 
for ever should an undesirable person remain 
The methods 
of the average cook are effective, if, perhaps, 
a little primitive. - Should the offender be 
sinaller than himself,, he will manhandie him 
in the orthodox manner. If, perc his 
opponent exceeds him in stature, he will 
rush at him with his chopper. In such 
manner are the rules of the galley observed 
and its proceedings carried out with decorum: 

ITALIAN ENGLISH. 

Although great credit is due to the crews of 
oe vessels for their aptitude in 
picking up the English tongue, occasions arise 
when dock officials find it difficult to make 
them understand certain things which may 
be required of them.

She is a motor ship of 150 tons, but, sixty: 
four years ago, she was launched at Toowish, 
and, until recently, has been roaming ‘the 
seas under the power of sail alone. Some 
sailors do not approve of a name like Uncle 
Ned for a ship. ‘‘ You see,” ons of ther 
remarked to our Correspondent, “ it's $ort 
of dressing a girl up in trousers—in a 
manner of speakin’.”’ 

It is a recognised fact that the railway 
companies in the British Isles are not un- 
affected by both trade depression and the 
added facilities which enable the public to 
make a Journey by road. There is all the 
more reason why the Irish railway com- 
go are to be congratulated upon the 
enient attitude that they have adopted with 
regard to officers, men and female members 
of the Mercantile Service who have been 
granted leaye. Under an arrangement with 
the Shipping Fedegation, the personnel of 
the Red Ensign can now travel to and from 
their homes at a single fare and a third, 
provided that -they produce a printed 
voucher, issued and signed by the captain 
or chief officer of their ship.

The Late B lasco Ihanez. “ 


I see it stated in the French Press that 
a procession marched to. the grave of 
Vincente Blasco Ibéfiez, the novelist, in 
Mentone, and decorated the exile’s tomb 
with the flag of the Spanish Republic. 
Blasco Ibéfiez—whom it is as incorrect 
to describe as Ibáiies as to describe The 
O’Conor Don as Don—was world-famous 
by reason of his novel, “ The Four Horse- 
men of, the Apocalypse,” which he dashed 
off in a few days as war propaganda, 
accepting no money for it. 

He regarded himself as a man of affairs 
rather than of letters, and it is so that 
Spain knew him, ‘The late Fitzmaurice- 
Kelly, whom the Spanish themselves 
regard as the best historian of Spanish 
literature, described Blasco Ibdfiez as ' a 
writer for export.’’ His chief novels, such 
as ‘‘ Blood and Sand"’ (which concerns 


full-blooded pieces of descriptive writing, 
but he seldom kept his polemical nature 
out of his art. | 


A Literary Conquistador. 


He was born in Valencia in 1867, and 
had a stormy career as an anti-clerical 
agitator. As a deputy in the Cortes he 
defended the most extreme methods of 
his‘ popular followers, He dite 
Radical journal, and was active in vioibnt 
scenes. In 1907 Valencia had en 
brought to such a state of excitement that 
it was held under masked martial law, 
and Blasco. Thafiez found it wise to retire 
from Spain. 

He went td the Argentine Republic, and 
todk the lead in a grandiose scheme for 
the founding of a new Spanish agricul- 
tural colony, but abandoned the part of 
literary conquistador when the Great War 
broke out, and he embarked upon his 
labour for the Allied cause. After the 
War he ‘carried on from France a fierce 
propaganda against the Spanish Monarchy, 
and the late Spanish Dictator threatened 
him with prosecution for treason if ever 
he should return to Spain. He died at 
Mentone. Now the Republic for which he 
strove has Gome into being, and its flag

Most of his 
biographers, however, are of the opinion 
that he was born in Dublin at the family 
residence, 24 Upper Merrion street. His 
birth was registered in St. Peter’s Parish, 
and his early youth. passed at Dangan 
Castle, Co. Meath, which some hold to 
have been the place of his birth.

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In the course of conversation with 2 
ship's captain the other day I learnt that 
many large vessels now a? deep-sea 
sounding machines, with which they are 
able to supplement the information given 
on ordinary~charts. These instruments 
are capable of unreeling from a drum 
miles of thin, but very tough, piano wire. 
When the bottom is reached a weight at 
the end of the wire is automatically re- 
leased, leaving to be hauled up a hollow 
cylinder, from the contents of which the 
nature of the sea-bottom can be deter- 
mined. 

Deeper soundings have been registered 
in the Pacific than in the Atlantic, and 
it is now certain that there are ter 
depths in the ocean below sea-level than 
there are heights above it on land. The 
German cruiser Emden, in 1927, recorded 
the deepest spot yet sounded. It is known 
as the Emden Deep, and lies forty miles 
east of Siargao Island, in the Philippines. 
Here the tremendous depth of 5,900 
fathoms, or nearly seven miles, was re- 
gistered. In the Atlantic a sounding of 
5,200 fathoms has been obtained near 
Porto Rico. . Greater depths than these 
may remain to be discovered ; for a theory, 
half scientific and half legendary, has 
sometimes been advanced that, hidden in 
the Polar regions, there is a tunnel right 
through the earth from the Arctic to the 
Antarctic Oceans.

Daffodils in most places have not very 
much longer to live, but the daffodils in 
Lough Bray are only beginning: their 
Spring. There used at one time to be no 
daffodils there, nor indeed was there a 
flower of any kind visible from the Hell 
Fire Club ‘to Laragh, if the gardens of 
Glencree village be excepted. However, 
Mrs. McGurk, of Lough Bray, who has 
always been a lover of flowers, has con- 
quered the earth and winds of the moun- 
tains sufficiently to grow daffodils in the 
little garden beside her-door.

One of them, 
man of forty, after noble efforts to re 
something about God, hazarded a guess t 
His Name was Joseph. A boy of sixteen, 
his son, had never heard the word “Jes 
In the neighbouring van a youth of twent, 
five had never heard of Christ. It ; 
Christmas time, but he had never heard 
story of Christmas. In a short talk it 
explained to him that he ought to adore Go 
On the spot he dropped on his knees in the 
wet grass by the river bank and said: © God, 
I adore you.’ hese cases are thoroughly 
typical.
